‘Director Krusen and T have discussed
plans for reorganising the staff=of phy#l-
clans and mttendants at Byberry and at
Blockley as well. This case following the
sagging of the South street bridge must
convince even the most akeptical of the
wisdom of borrowing money to remedy old
conditiona.'”

SOME IMPROVEMENT

YAt Blockley changes are being made Lthat
will help n, little. When the big heating
piant nt Byberry I8 comploted two new bhulld-
ings will be put into service next fall, They
will help, but & now series of bulldings will
have to be constructed without delay and
better provision made to guard against any
possible vapetition of ‘such an occurrence as
the one just reported.

“I balieve that when we get the money
to go ahead with the two years' work
mapped out by Director Krusen It will be
much easler to keep the working force In
good shape #nd to keep them satisfied and
fnterested In thelr many tuske, Reorgan-
fzation will be undertaken when all our
plans for rebullding are completed.”

Since the overcrowding at Blogkley It has
been the custom to send the tubercular In-
sane to the city farms. There wers 12 of
them, and they occupled a fresh-alr pa-
villon that once had been devoléd to sane
tubercalar jmtients. In order to convert
the bullding Into a hospitul the pavillon was
subdivided into compartments. At the end
was the drug store, where the mediclines
were Kept.

Friedman has always been known as o
shrewd, tricky patient, and has been under
esplonnge several times. OFf Iate he has
heen permitted the same liberty as glven to
the others. On Wednesday he obtalned a
small ladder in some'manner and elimbed to
the medicine shelvep, which are some dis-
tance above the floor.

Among the lhlnm: storgd there was a
quantity of formalin, which Is used to
make a disinfectant solutlon with whieh
the structure ls treated weekly, Friedman,
with the cunning of the Insane, knew nlso
that Wednesday was the day on which each
tubercular Insane patlent ls glven epsom
ealts. He took the formalln and mixed
it with the salts,

Then he took the Indder back to {ita
eriginal place and slipped out of the pa-
villon himeelf, hiding abbout the premises
Bhortly before the noon meanl the gunrd on
duty in the bullding lined ub the patients
and handed each his portion of epsom.  Im-
mediately after they took the solution
they began to show signs of polsoning.

The guard hurrled to thoe offlee and noti-
fled Doctor Gabario and his asaistant, Doec-
tor Halprin, They used svery moepsura to
eid the I1l, The fact that most of the pa-
tients had found the combination nauseous
probably saved their livua.
